20 up through the& I mnes and 
Places tollowing, or ſome of them, and no other, That is to fav, the Hill leadine from Tower Dock to the Eat End of icwer Irort. St 
Dunttan's Hill, Sr. Mary Hill, St. Martin's Lane, Dowgate Hill, Garitck Flihs, Bread ſtreet Till, and that no empty Carr or Cart piſſing to 
the ſid Street (other thin ſuch as having been unladen in ſome of the Lanes or Places before mentioned ſhall be occaſioned to paſs to the tai 
Street immediately after {uch unlading, ſhall go down the Hi'ls, Lanes, or Places laſt before mertioned : But the ſame ſhall be kept only for 
the paſſing of Carrs and Carts laden.

And it the firſt, next or other Cart ſhall refuſe or delay to Load any Goods upon Requeſt made, every Perſon fo retuſing ſhall forteit five Shillings 
for every ſuch Offence, and then the next Cart in Order, or any other that ſhall be willing thereto, ſhall be ae Liberty to take the ſame. 


FURTH ER it 1s Ordered, That all the Poſts, Chains, Rzils and Seats, that have been at any Time within twenty Years laſt paſt ſec 
up and erected within any of the Streets, Lanes or Paſſages hereby limited, as aforeſaid, for the Paſlage of Carrs and Carts into, and from 
Thames flireet, that may any way obſtruct the ſaid Paſſage, ſhall be forthwith takea up and removed,
